CRASH IN LA S T 


NIGHTS STORM 


Six Soldiers Killed in 
Separate Similar 
Accidents 


Columbus, O., May 17 (AP)—Two 
army plane crashes less than IOO 
miles apart in hilly southern Ohio 
during last night’s violent wind and 
rain storm killed six and perhaps 
seven men. 
Four bodies, none identified im­ 
mediately, were removed from the 
wreckage of a plane which struck 
a hillside eight miles north of Nel­ 
sonville and Sheriff Floyd Duffy said 
he understood a fifth man also was 
in the plane, reported to be from 
Texas 
Two air corps captains were killed 
as 
their 
ship 
plunged 
into 
the 
ground with great force IO miles 
south of Wilmington—15 minutes 
after the Nelsonville crash. 
Major J. W. Sessums, Wright field 
adjutant, identified tile victims in 
the Wilmington crash as Capt. R. A. 
VoDerau of Dayton and Capt. John 
C Stanley. 
Both were stationed at 
Washington and were enroute to 
Dayton In an advanced training ship, 
he said. 
Sergeant E. Q. Webb of the state 
highway 
patrol 
said 
the 
plane’s 
motor was buried deep in the earth 
and that it probably dove to tile 
ground at high speed 
Witnesses said the plane which 
crashed near Nelsonville cut a 100- 
yard swath through trees and brush 
down a hillside and smashed up in 
a muddy road at the bottom. Resi­ 
dents of the nearby village of Carbon 
Hill said they heard it circling in 
an apparent search for a place to 
land for a half hour before the ac­ 
cident.

The seesaw struggle for control of 
Salum, heat-ridden advance point 
of the Axis drive into Egypt, has 
swayed again to the Axis advantage.

The Royal Air Force centered raids 
on Cologne, railway and factory city 
in the Rhine valley, and over Bou­ 
logne, on the Channel Coast. W atch­ 
ers in England said the sky was 
lighted by bomb flashes over the 
French port.

Physicians Needed 
Harrisburg. May 17 (AP*—Penn­ 
sylvania’s selective service director 
cautioned the Commonwealth’s 422 
local draft boards today to 
m ain­ 
tain “a clear appreciation of 
the 
overall national shortage” in con­ 
sidering physicians for induction. 
“T he local board has the problem 
of deciding whether or not an in­ 
dividual doctor is so necessary to a 
com m unity th a t he should be de­ 
ferred from training and service.” 
Dr. W illiam 
M ather 
Lewis 
said, 
adding: 
“This 
problem 
should 
be 
ap ­ 
proached with a clear appreciation 
of the overall national shortage. 
“If the local 
board 
determines 
that he should not be deferred, it 
should * * * encourage him to ap­ 
ply to the corps area 
commander 
for commission in the medical corps 
reserve. If he has been finally clas­ 
sified in I-A and does not take ad­ 
vantage of this opportunity for com­ 
mission he will be inducted when 
his order num ber is reached.’’ 
The total of 9,000 medical doctors 
required by th e armed and related 
forces, Dr. Lewis said, represents a 
reduction of at least five per cent 
in the num ber of physicians avail­ 
able for service in civilian life.

increased 
industrial 
hazards will increase the demand 
for civilians. 
“A report from the office of pro­ 
duction m anagem ent to the deputy 
director 
of public service," the di­

said,

Sergeants Scott and Mickley were 
each placed in charge of a platoon 
and Immediately alter they received 
their instructions the entire com­ 
pany loaded on 5 ten-wheel trucks 
and 2 “pick-ups.” 
Value of Map Reading 
The study of map reading proved 
its value here because the entire 
route was mapped out according to 
the conventional signs taught to 
soldiers in army map reading.

First U. S. (’amn for ‘Objectors’ 


By JACK STINNETT 
(This is the first of a series of 
three articles on the farmer and 
national defense.) 
Washington — What the war, 
national defense and the lend-lease 
program are doing to the American 
farmer Is one of the strangest para­ 
doxes in this strangest of all world 
situations. 
On. one hand, the real or po­ 
tential world markets which mean 
the difference between a fair liv­ 
ing and poverty to the growers of 
our 
“surplus" 
crops 
(principally 
cotton, tobacco and wheat) have 
been wiped out. 
On the other hand, such a de­ 
mand for other farm products is 
being created that it is quite pos­ 
sible thousands of American farm­ 
ers are entering a new era. 
It 
won’t be an era of “sky’s-the- 
limit” prosperity, but officials be­ 
lieve it should be one of decent 
living and fair return. And if the 
Department of Agriculture carries 
out its present aims, this era won’t 
be followed by black depression, dust 
storms and starving Joads such as 
came in the wake of the World war. 
Surpluses Piling Up 
To take the gloomy side first: In 
recent years about half of some of 
our types of tobacco, 20 per cent 
of our cotton, 20 to 50 per cent of 
some fruits and five per cent of 
our wheat were sold abroad. 
Normally 
about 2,000,000 
farm 
folk depended for their livelihood 
on farm products sold to conti­ 
nental Europe and another 2,000,- 
000 depended on farm products sold 
to the United Kingdom. 
According to the b u r e a u of 
agricultural economics, the value 
of farm products exported in the 
six months ending in February of 
this year amounted to only $155,- 
000.000 — compared with $489,000,- 
000 in the corresponding six months 
a year earlier (the first six months 
of the war). 
Until just recently, 
farm exports continued to hang 
around that all-time low level to 
which they plunged soon after the 
collapse of France a year ago. 
The surpluses 
and 
prospective 
crops of wheat, cotton and tobacco 
are staggering. 
When the new- 
crop cotton starts moving to market, 
it is estimated the old-crop surplus 
will be nearly 14,000,000 bales — 
almost enough to supply domestic 
and foreign demands if not an 
ounce of cotton were picked until 
1942. 
The wheat supply for the 
coming season is estimated by Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture Wickard at 
1.236.000.000 bushels, with consump­ 
tion and exports recently averaging 
755.000.000 bushels 
A department 
expert who should know told me 
the other day that tobacco exports 
had dropped to their lowest level 
since before the Civil war. 
But Prices Are at Peak 
These facts and figures make Joe 
Farm er’s 
future 
look 
about 
as 
bright as that of an ice cream 
salesman in Antarctica, but these 
facts and figures don’t tell all. 
In the first place, cotton and to­ 
bacco (and peanut) farmers already 


have 
voted 
curtailed 
marketing 
quotas which Will reduce the size 
of these crops this year. The wheat 
farmers vote May 31. 
Although 
there is no certainty how they will 
cast their ballots, if they vote as 
some agriculture department officials 
predict it will give the department 
control of wheat marketing quotas 
for the first time. 
In the second place, prices ac­ 
tually 
received 
by 
fanners 
re­ 
cently reached the highest level 
since the war started. The reasons 
were fourfold: (I) Proposed gov­ 
ernment price supporting measures 
to stimulate production of hogs, 
dairy and poultry products; 
trade expectations that government 
loan rates will be increased on Cot­ 
ton, com, wheat, tobacco and rice; 
(3) prospective lend-lease purchases 
of farm products (estimated around 
half a billion dollars); (4) increased 
consumer buying plower.

and our last authentic record per­ 
tained to Joseph Stealy, 
and 
ac­ 
cording to data in the S tate 
Ar­ 
chives Division this m an 
received 
"depreciation pay” for service in the 
Revolution. 
As you m ay recall Jo ­ 
seph Stealy was the soldier of the 
Revolution whose nam e was given 
last week. 
His wife's 
nam e 
was 
Elizabeth Stealy, and the date 
of 
their 
m arriage 
and 
her m aiden 
nam e is unknown. 
In addition to 
this we know nothing pertaining to 
this soldier’s family. We do believe, 
however, th a t "Stealy” was the early 
version of "Stahle,” but we have no 
proof. 
Buried in the Joseph Stealy plot 
in C hrist C hurch Cemetery we find 
the following members of the fam ­ 
ily: 
1. 
"Loyesa Stealy/died February 
8, 1839/B o rn August 26, 1753./” 
Note: T his was quite possible 
a 
sister-in-law of the Joseph Stealy, 
soldier of tile Revolution. The dates 
of birth and death would 
suggest 
this relationship. 
2. "John Stealy/died 
M arch 
19, 
1811./Aged 60 years./” 
Note: This m an we believe to have 
been a brother of the Joseph Stealy, 
soldier of the Revolution. 
We also 
believe th a t the Loyesa Stealy m en­ 
tioned above was the wife of this 
man. 
You will also 
notice 
th a t 
John Stealy was eligible for service 
in the Revolution, and probably saw 
such service, although we have been 
unable to find a service record 
for 
him. 
Also buried in this cemetery are 
the following members of the fam ­ 
ily, but these branches spelled their 
nam e 
"Staley,” 
"Stahley” 
and 
"Staly.” The inscriptions follow:

"Solmn Stahley/died April I, 
1860/Aged about 55 yearn./" 
Note: We know nothing pertain­ 
ing to this man.

"Juliann/daughter of Solmn 
and J. Stahley/died July 19, 1869./

Stahley mentioned 
above. 
If the 
wife and m other is buried In this 
plot her grave is unm arked.

Staley/died July 14, 1874/Aged 49 
years./" 
Note: We have been 
unable 
to 
place this woman on the 
"family 
tree.

"Joseph Staley/bom Septem ­ 
ber 18, 1795./Died January 5, 1875./ 
Aged 79 years./” 
Note: We believe that this man 


was a son of Joseph Stealy, soldier 
of the Revolution, 
and 
his 
wife, 
Elizabeth Stealy.

"Elizabeth/wife 
of 
Joseph 
Staley/bom October 18, 1812 /D ied 
May 15, 1896/Aged 83 years./” 
Note: This stone is self-explana­ 
tory. Elizabeth was the wife of the 
Joseph Staley mentioned above, and 
supposedly the daughter-in-law of 
Joseph Stealy, soldier of the Revo­ 
lution, 
and 
his 
wife, 
Elizabeth 
Stealy. 
6. 
"Oliver Staley/died April 12, 
1893./Aged 67 years./” 
We have no data 
pertaining 
to 
this man. \

"David 
Staly/born 
July 
30. 
1793./Died March 16, 1864/. Aged 70 
years./’’ 
We believe this m an to have been 
a son of Joseph Stealy, soldier 
of 
the Revolution, and his wife, Eliza­ 
beth Stealy. This being the case he 
would also have been a brother of 
the Joseph Staley m entioned above. 
T his concludes our notes on the 
Stealy family.

Catastrophe 


If Petain Really Is 
Succumbing' to 
Hitler

This is a thing which B ritain has 
feared all along. 
Should M arshal 
Petain throw ills colonies open to 
Hitler, it would provide the G er­ 
m ans with eagerly sought bases for 
operations 
which would threaten 
the British control of the entire 
M editerranean. 
T hat would be an 
allied catastrophe. 
And if the Nazis were able to 
secure the naval base of D akar on 
the west coast of Africa, they could 
strike heavily from there against 
the trans-A tlantic shipping routes. 
T h a t would 
give 
H itler 
another 
powerful 
link 
for 
the 
counter- 
blockade with which he is trying 
to strangle Britain. 
If Petain really is succumbing to 
H itler’s onslaught, then allied hope 
m ust turn In the direction of G en­ 
eral Weygand, com m ander of the 
French colohlal possessions. 
W ey­ 
gand is Petain’s m an, and has sup­ 
ported the chief of state through 
thick and thin. 
However, he has 
always stood for the welfare of his 
country and there m ust be some 
question w hether he would surren­ 
der colonial privileges to the G er­ 
m ans under any circumstances. 
Should it appear th a t the nazis 
are to be allowed to use the colonies 
as bases, then it is difficult to see 
how B ritain can refrain from strong 
m easures to protect herself. 
Al­ 
ready she has signified th a t she will 
carry the war to the G erm ans in 
Syria, and one would expect her 
also to act to prevent nazi occupa­ 
tion of France’s other colonies, and 
In particular against G erm an seiz­ 
ure of Dakar. 
It wouldn’t be strange to see a n ­ 
other allied naval expedition against 
D akar 
this time in sufficient force 
to carry out occupation. 
Meanwhile the battle of tile east­ 
ern M editerranean is bolling up, 
with the Germ ans occupying Syria 
and using its airdrom es as staging 
posts for the movem ent of troops 
by air to the aid of Iraq in its re ­ 
volt against Britain. 
Feedom in 
Syria has given H itler exactly w hat 
he needed to get ahead with his 
business iii the near east without 
challenging 
a 
Turkey 
which 
he 
doesn't w ant to fight.

ACTION DELAYED 
ON THE FRENCH 
COLONIES BY U.S. 


Five Will Be Ruled 
by 21 American 
Republics 


[By the Associated PressJ 
W ashington, 
May 
17. — The 
21 
American Republics today prepared 
to establish "Provisional A dm inistra­ 
tion” over French Colonies in The 
Americas, it was learned authorita­ 
tively, if the forecast close "col­ 
laboration" between G erm any and 
France should be projected into the 
western hemisphere. 
Any decisive action, however, will 
be delayed, it was said, pending 
clarification of the degree of the 
Vichy governm ent’s cooperation in 
setting up the nazi’s "new order” in 
Europe. 
The United States and the other 
American nations are fully aware of 
the dangerous potentialities of a 
Nazi foothold on this side of the 
Atlantic, authoritative sources de­ 
clared, and complete plans have 
been 
prepared 
to 
act 
whenever 
necessary to protect the peace and 
security of the American continent. 
Halifax Talks to Hull 
Viscount Halifax, the B ritish Am­ 
bassador, conferred late yesterday 
with Secretary Hull on new develop­ 
m ents in the international situation 
arising from the Nazi-Vichy pact, 
including m ention of the futuer sta ­ 
tus of French possessions in this 
hemisphere. Inform ed quarters said, 
however, that the discussions revolv­ 
ed particularly around swiftly-paced 
developments in Syria where the 
first trial of G erm an-French col­ 
laboration was reported under way. 
A rrangem ents for establishing pro­ 
visional adm inistrations for French, 
British or Dutch possessions In the 
western hem isphere if their status 
were threatened by developments in 
the war were agreed upon a t the 
Inter-Am erican in Havana. 
Havana Conference Agreement 
T h at conference adopted a 
resolution which proclaimed th a t 
"The American republics would 
regard any transfer, or attem pt­ 
ed transfer, of the sovereignty, 
jurisdiction, possession or other 
interest in or control over any 
such region (in this continent) 
to. another non-American state 
as inimical to their peace, safety 
and political independence.” 
To carry out th a t pronouncem ent 
the H avana conference designated
